TIME  AND  SPACE 


The  beauty  of  listener-subscription  radio  is  that  there  is  room  for  error.  If,  by  some 
miscalculation,  a  program  runs  beyond  its  allotted  time,  or  if  a  panel  discussion  is  too 
interesting  to  interrupt,  there  is  no  sponsor  in  the  wings  with  the  power  to  shut  down  opera- 
tions. If,  as  rarely  happens,  a  program  listed  in  the  Folio  does  not  appear,  there  is  no 
dooming  loss  of  sponsor  revenue.  Still,  we  do  not  intend  to  take  advantage  of  the  benign 
understanding  of  our  subscribers.  We  know  that  technical  proficiency  of  a  high  order  in 
engineering,  announcing  and  production  is  necessary,  especially  when  the  programs  them- 
selves are  given  such  wide  latitude  of  expression   and   informal   presentation   as  at  WBAI. 

There  are  two  panel  discussions  listed  in  this  Folio— "Jazz  in  New  York— Boom  or  Bust?" 
and  "Childbirth  Without  Pain."  Each  is  scheduled  for  an  hour  and  a  half,  yet  no  points 
will  be  stretched  to  fill  out  the  time,  nor,  if  they  are  as  lively  and  provocative  as  we 
anticipate,  will  they  be  flagged  down  in  mid-sentence.  We  don't  know  if  John  Cage  can 
be  limited  to  an  hour  or  just  how  much  Birgit  Nilsson  has  to  say  to  Janet  Baker-Carr.  Also, 
programs  from  outside  sources  can  be  unpredictable.  In  order  to  be  timely  and  broadly 
informative,  we  schedule  tapes  we  have  been  assured  are  coming  from  Boston,  Washington, 
Berkeley,  Los  Angeles  and  Paris.  We  have  to  rely  on  someone  else's  word  as  to  running 
time,  which  can  be  as  fallible  as  our  own,  and  frequently  the  tapes  arrive  too  late  to  be 
timed.  If  a  tape  does  not  arrive  at  all,  we  try  to  make  announcements  in  advance  and  aim 
for  a  fine  substitute.  Thus  risk  is  handmaiden  to  efficiency  and  humanism  in  our  exciting 
operation. 

One  program  we  haven't  listed  at  all  is  our  new  "Theater  Review,"  conducted  by  Tom 
F.  Driver,  who  is  the  drama  reviewer  of  Christian  Century  Magazine,  contributor  to 
The  New  Republic  and  author  of  the  forthcoming  book,  "The  Sense  of  History  in  Greek 
and  Shakespearean  Drama."  Dates  of  Broadway  openings  are  tenuous,  indeed,  with  some 
plays  arriving  late  and  some  not  at  all.  So  we  haven't  listed  Mr.  Driver  for  any  specific 
nights;  but  rest  assured  that,  taxi  service  willing,  he  will  be  here  in  our  studios  shortly  after 
curtain  time  of  every  major  Broadway  opening  with  his  comments.
